He fell to the ground a few feet 
from the sidewalk, where he remained a 
space of nearly two hours, until the coroner, 
having been notified, arrived on the spot and 
can sed the body to- be removed. The stories 
con nected w^th the shooting are varied and 
ccjbnicting, yet it seems that but one or two 
pejrsons other than the party directly inter- 
ested were witnesses of the unfortunate 
transaction. 


[The most authentic- version of the tragedy 


is biven by Mr. Hyatt Sinclair, a gentleman 
•well known to our citizens. He was present, 
anjd, in fact, accompanied Mr. Johns at the 
time the shooting took place. Mr. Sinclair's 
story, as related to a Times representative, 
was as follows-:

Soon after 7 o'clock he rang the front door 
bell and was admitte'd "by the guards, one or 
two of whom recognized him, but Cooley, once 
being in the office, gave iio time for inquiries, 
but asked if the warden was ha. On being in- 
formed that Warden Dyer was in his office, 
Cooley stepped in, when the warden asked 
what he could do for him in a business way, 
and he replied that he Wished to give himself 
up. The warden was somewhat surprised when 
Cooley made himself known, and was very 
well pleased to think that the prisoner choose 
to save the State fifty dollars which had been 
offered as a reward. 


Cooley had very little 


iiad been out to see his 
when he left to return in a few days. He was 
turned over to the deputy warden p few minutes 
after he arrived and was placed in his old cell, 
[t was concluded to inflect no punishment for 
liis little breach of prison etiquette. 
Cooley 


will now continue,to finish up his term of sen- 


ence, v.hich expires in May, 
1880. 


When he arrived last night the prisoner was 


pretty thorough!ydisgufsed, and would not 
tiave been recognized except by those who-had 
been in the habit of me sting him every day. 
He had on an overcoat, ^rhicn was large enough 
to cover three such men as he. and a pair of 
butternut overalls. Th(i overcoat and overalls 
tie secured at the shop the same evening he 
stayed with some relatives at or near Wester- 
ville, from where he expected to go to his broth- 


s home at New Albaiy, the next morning, 


tmt his brother sent hi in word that officers 
Erom the prison had bee^ there, consequently 
he failed to put in an appearance at the house 
of his brother befoie Thursday evening. 
After 


spending a night and a day with his family 
who are living with his brother at New Albany, 
3ooley went to Delaware and put up with Bang 
Davis, said to be a relative of the Da vises who 
iold forth in this section and also a relative of 
"looley. This seems to hav e been the extent of his 
perambulations since he left the prison 
Wed- 


nesday night, and amounted to little nrore than 
a flying visit to relatives. He came down from 
Delaware yesterday and harbored on the out- 
skirts of the city until darkness hid come and 
then proceeded to the prison, arriving at the 
time stated. He says he did not care to be 
brought Sack by anybodjy, and knew if he came 
into the city in the daytime he\ would be ar- 
rested by some person, Who would have secured 
;he reward offered. 


Cooley came back in excellent condition, with 


;he exception of very sere feet, caused ^by so 
xmg a tramp. The prison officials accept the 
statement from Cooley, that he intended to re- 
urn when he left, with a great deal of allow 
ance.

All residents will recollect the first mur- 


der that took place in the summer of 1865. 
The circumstances in brief were these: 
Harry Slater was killed while sitting in 
front of a saloon near where the clothing 
house of Gans & Klein now stands, by 
Johnny Keeae, who had followed his vic- 
tim fj-om Salt Lake. The cause ot their 
quarrel is not remembered by us, but that 
is not necessary for the purpose of this 
article. Keene was given a fair trial and 
hung by the citizens, and the assassin and 
his victim were buried side by side. Yes 
terday, while workmen were engaged in 
removing the bodies from the old^buria 
ground, the two graves were opened. Thi 
remains of Slater had crumbled to dust 
but those of Keene, strange to say, were 
almost as-perfect as the day they were 
placed in the coffin.
